This was in all pro- 
bability due to the absence of the Penang 
members, who are desirous of taking part im 
the debate before the Bill reaches the com- 
mittce stage.’ The measure brought forward 
by Mr. Collyer, on November 2nd, is a great .

The President of the Imperial Council of 
Finance in Peking has drawn up the following 
regulations in connection with the circulation 
of the four kinds of silver coins in China.

They are! a j 
lomThe first kind will be + Ku-plog tael in 
weight precisely.out of which 9,6 mace is to be

pure copper; the ‘third, 2 mace, is to be ‘made 
1.7 mace of pure silver and 3 candareens of 
pure copper;. and the fourth, 1 mace, will be 
composed of 85 candarrens of. pure silver and 
1.5 candareens of pure copper. “All of which 
are to be coined exactly in accordance with the 
passed desiyns of this Council or the Directors 
of the mints will suffer th: same penalties as 
sanctioned by the Throne some time ago, |.

The Manila Cuélenerus, of sth inst, says:— 
The Supreme Court rendered a decisidn yes- 
terday in the suit of Antonio Yribar vs. Millat, 
Marty and Mitjans.

Upon arr val at 
Manila it was found that part of the salyed 
vessel's cargo consisted of Mexican silver, the 
importation of which was then prohibited: And 
the money was seized and timed into the 
treasury, Defendants refusing to settle for the 

‘services rendered by Caplain Yribar;. suit for 

Fihe’ recovery of costs and fees of salvage 
was instituted, and the possession of the Me- 
xican coin, as the mast valuable part of the 
cargo, was made the object of the litigation.’
